REMARKS 

For the Examiner's convenience and reference, Applicant's remarks are presented in 
substantially the same order in which the corresponding issues were raised in the Office Action. 

STATUS OF THE DRAWINGS 

The drawings have been found acceptable to the Examiner. 

STATUS OF THE SPECIFICATION 

The Specification has been found acceptable to the Examiner. 

STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 21-41 were examined and remain pending. Claims 35-37 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §101. Claims 21-34 and 38-40 are found to be allowable. Claims 21-40 were found 
allowable over the prior art of record. No claims are hereby amended. No new claims have been 
added. No new matter has been added. 

RESPONSE TO CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. SlOl 

Claims 35-37 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101 for lacking structural or fiinctional 
relationships. On January 3, 2006 Applicant's attomey held a telephone conference with 
Examiner Saliard in which the language of the preamble for Claim 35 what discussed. The 
Examiner proposed that the language "on a signal bearing media" be changed by Examiner's 
amendment to "on a computer-readable media." AppUcant's attomey, David McKenzie agreed 
to the change. The Examiner indicated that such a change would overcome the 35 U.S.C. §101 
rejection. Therefore, the Claims 21-40 are now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's acknowledgement that Claims 21-25 and 27-39 are 
allowable over the prior art of record. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
"a request for a customized stamp is authorized at a server based on a comparison of the 
customized stamp to a database." AppUcants agree that Claims 21-25 and 27-39 are allowable 
for at least this reason.
